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Official transcript of the International Military 
Tribunal in the matter of The United States of 
America, the French Republic, the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Northern Ireland and the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics against 
Hermann Wilhelm Gcering et al, Defendants, 

sitting at Nurnberg, Germany, on 11 February, 
1916, 1000-1215, Lord Justice Lawrence, presiding. 
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COL. POKROVSKY: The Tribunal has at its disposal ciaries by defendant 
Frank, 

In the volume marked "Diary 1°13, V, on pages 1070 - 1072 we find an 
important entry; in the Russian translation it is to be found on Pe’ 5 of 
the adcitions to the "Excerpts from Frank's Diaries," and is marked in pencil 
and on page 321 of the Document Book, 

"Cracow 23 October 1913. 

"The Governor-General delivered an address at the Administrative 
Academy on the principle of leadership in government. From the point of view 
of State law and of the law of nations, the Government=General, as an 
appencase to Greater Germany, constitutes a part of the territory over which 
the power of Greater Germany in Europe extendse The Sovereignty over this 
territory belongs to the Fuchrer of Greater Germany anc on his behalf it is 
exercised by the Governor-General who, as the deputy of the Fuchrer, 
possesses all his powers," 

I would like to call the attention of Your Honors to two more documents 
of a strictly official nature. 

In the Reichszesetzblatt for -739, page 2077, in your Book of 
Document it is page 333, USSR 296, is published the "Fuehrer's and Reich 


Chancellor's decree on the administration of the occupied Polish territory", 


dated October 12, 1939, 


I shall read paragraph 2 of this decree: 

"Paragraph 2 

"le I appoint Reich Minister Dr, Frank as Governor-General of the 
cecupied Polish territories, 

"2. I appoint Reich Minister Dr, Seyss~Inquart as deputy Governor- 
General." 


In the same Reichsgesetzblatt but for 1910, Part I, page 399, there 
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is published a "Decree regarding the power to grant pardons in the occupied 
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Polish territories". It is registered on page 336 in the Document Book, It 
reads: 

"In the occupied Polish Territories I délegate to the Governor=General 

of Occupied Polish Territories the power to confirm death sentences 

as well as pardons or to reject applications for pardons, with the 

right to further delegate his powers." 

In Poland occupied by the Hitlerites the power over life and death, the 
perogative of a sovereign was given to the defendant Frank, 

It is not superfluous to call to mind that it was the very same Hitler 
who hac. saic that he would show, by the conerete example of the relationship 
between the Polish and the German peoples, that a form of intercourse had 
been found "which would serve usefully both the cause of peace and the well- 
fare of both nations," 

I have shown above the kind of "example" which was intended and what 
the "well-being" was which was referred to, 

The 6th of April 1911 was marked by a new crime planned and carefully

prepared beforehand on the part of the Fascist conspirators. 
Without any warning or declaration of war, they attacked Yugoslavia. 
The attack on Yugoslavia was a flagrant breach of Article 3 of the 
gue Convention of 18 October 1907 and of the Kellogr-Briand Pact of 27 
August 1928, 

The Delegaticns of Great Britain and of the U.S.A. have already 
submitted to the Tribunal a considerable number of documents referring to 
the subject of the treacherous att.:k on Yugoslavia. I have only to submit 
a few new proofs and to establish a correlation between these new documents 
and those already presented to the courte 

The Official German documents enable us to reconstitute events with 
exceptional vividness. Here German pedantry turns against the authors of the 
criminal plan. 

On 27 March 1911, Adolf Hitler held a special conference rercarcing the 


situation in Yugoslavia, On the same day he signed a top secret directive 


025, "for higher commanders only." Both documents, filed under Noe 1716-PS, 


are amongst the evidence already accepted by the Tribunal, 
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The Chief Prosecutor for the USSR, has already quoted in full 
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paragraph 2 of Directive 025. The first paragraph of this document was also 
read on 7 December 19145. I wish to add a few more lines, 
I quote from paragraph 3, This quotation is on page 337 of the 


Document Book, It states as follows: 


" a) as soon as the concentration of sufficient forces is concluded 
and meteorological conditions permit, all Yugoslav surface 
installations and Belgrade rust be annihilated by continuous 


day and nicht air attacks," 


If possible, simultancously, but under no circumstances prior to the 


operation "Marita" must be started, with the limited objective 
at first, to seize the harbor of Salonica and the Dios mountains." 

I believe that three points should be stressed here: 

1) The desire to carry out the total destruction of the capital of 
a state. 

2) The correlation between the aggression against Yugoslavia and the 
agcression against another country = Greece; the aggression against Greece 
being known under the code-name, operation "Marita". 

3) The necessity to complete the concentration of German forces as 
well as meteorological conditions were the factors that determined the time- 
limits for the attack, 

As in all previous cases of criminal Fascist aggression, the same 
features recur in this case too; namely the criminal intentions of a 
predatory invader, treachery, and cold calculation. 

Preparations for the criminal act that was just one item in a long list, 
were made a long time in advance and followed the usual Hitler routine, which 

\ 
has already been disclcsed by the prosecutors: fifth colum activities, 
clever manipulation with slogans playing up the defense of the German 
minority, deceitful practice of declaring his love for peace, combined witk 
unceasing prepartions for invasion, 

On 27 March 1911, on the very day when Directive No. 025 was signed 
by Hitler, the latter conducted personally, in Berlin, a conference on the 


situation in Yugoslavia, The minutes of this conference were, presented 
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by the American Prosecution on ) December 1915 as document 1716-PS, 


Obher documents relating to this conference also have been registered 
under the same number, At this conference, the objectives were determined 
with absolute precision and a plan of action was presented. You will find 
the quote referred to page 319. 

Hitler declared: 

"Not to take into consideration any possible declarations of its 
loyalty by the new Governnent, but to carry out all preparations for de- 
struction of Yugoslav armed forces and of Yugoslavia itself as a national 
unit, It is especially important from the political point of view that 
the blow against Yugoslavia should be carried out with utmost violence 

l that its military destruction should be effected with lirhtning speed." 
| a little furtker: 

"No diplomatio inquiries will be made and nc ultimatum presented... 

attack will start as soon as necessary supplies and formaticns (means 
l troops) are ready," 

Thus Hitler was nct at all interested in the actual attitude of one 
or another Yugoslav Government towards Germany, but in the practical de- 
struction of Yugoslavia as a state, and he strove to make this destruction 
cruel and quick as l€p¢htnine. 

The operational staff of the OKW meticulously followed Hitler's 
directive, regarding the cruel and lightning-like destruction of Yugoslavia 
and speedily worked gut a detailed plan for coordinated operations of 
German and Italian armics, It was issued as an official operaticnal order 
dated 28 March 1911, I believe it necessary to read once again three 
lines of this document which has already been submitted to the Tribunal, 
under the same Noe 1P16-PS, You will find it on page 352 of the Document 
Book, 

I quote paragraph I of this document: 

"The task of the Germans will consist in attacking Yugoslavia with 

the greatest possible concentration cf forces smashing its army md 

destroying it as a state," 

I cannot but renfind the Tribunal of the terminology used by Hitler and 


the other Fascist conspirators. Said he: 
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"There can be no question of sparing Poland," 


He demanded that: 

"Yugoslavia be virtually eliminated as a state ruthlessly and with 

lightning speed," 

Mercilessness, ruthlessness, extermination of peoples and states, such 
was the style and the import of the actions of the Fascist conspirators. 

The aggression against Czechoslovakia, the attack on Poland, the desire 
to cestroy Yugoslavia, dl these were links in the same chain, But the chain 
does not end with these links, 

If it please the Tribunal, the task of the next representative of the 
USSR Prosecution will be to show that the basic aim of these criminals, the 
main link which was in the center of all of Hitler's thoushts was the attack 


on the USSR, 


The documents exposing the crimes against Yugoslavia will prove that, in 


attacking that country, the fascist conspirators were strictly following 
their customary methods, Even in detail they repeated their earlier crimes 
perpetrated against Poland, Austria and oslovakia, Even in case we did 
not know who actually organized the attack on Yugoslavia, the very character 
of the facts, the sequence of events, the manner in which the crimes were 


committed, would unmistakably point to the culprits. 
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I turn to document USSR-36, under which number I offer in evidence the 
Official Report of the Yugoslav Government, 

The first section, entitled "The planned preparation of the conspiracy 
for the enslavement and the destruction of Yugoslavia", contains 2 collection 
of v2lu:ble informtion, I will quote paragraph 1 on page 3 of the Russian 
text (the 3rd paragraph from the top), the following quotation: 

"The Government of the Third Reich and the Hitlerite party sccretly 

organized the German minority, The Germans who had been settled 

in Yugoslavia by the justricn Guperors over a century 250, enjoyed 

full rights, ns brothers, and a cultural autonomy, ‘They had their 

own schools, 2s well 2s representatives in parliaments and in the 

local Government. They numbered 13 million (i.e, represented about 

3% of the population), 

"From 1920 onwards they had their mass organization - the 

Swrbian-German cultural union (called the "cultural Union" for short), 

Out of this very organization and th ough it, as well as out of 211 the 

Germans in Yugoslavia, the Fascist porty created a political and 

military organ for the destruction of the country," 

I shall skip several lines and quote iurther; 

"In Yugoslavia, Fascist !Gaue! were secretly formed and !Gauleiterst had 
been appointed, Under the guise of various physical training and sport 
associations, were organized Hitlurite units half a million strong. Nuner- 
ous !toursists!, tconmercial trevulicrs! and trelatives! came from the Reich- 
in reality Fascist instructors and organizers," 

I skip 2 number of details which can be disregarded, and pass to the 
Second paragraph of the same section on pase 4, that is page 336 in the 
Document Book, where the manner is described in which the Fifth Column was 
further strengthened, I now will read into the recard beginning with the 
Second sub-paragraph of paragraph 2: 

"eeethe Hitlerites drew into their orbit all the separatist and 

chauvinistic clements, 2s, instance, Pavelichts "Ustashi", the 

"Sbor", n movement headed by Iyotich, the VRO (the Macedonian Fascist 


movement), hea ded by Vancha Mikhailovich, and terrorist organizations 
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with headquarters in Berlin, On the other hand, acting through their 

agents, Prince Paul, Stoyadinovitch, Cvetcovich and Cincar-Marcovich, 

they attracted the pan-Serbian centralists and turned them into a 

terrorist group which, from the vantage points of governmental auth- 

ority, was peacefully! to deliver Yugoslavia into slavery by adhering 

to the Tripartite pact," 

Further, the report emphasizes the fact that, while organizing numcrous branches 
of the Fifth Column, the Hitlerites continually gave new perfidious assurances 
about their ostensibly friendly intentions with regard to Yugosl.via, This is 
discussed in paragraph 3 on page 5 of the Russian text; in your Document Book 

it is on page 357: 

"3, While both the Hitlerite government and the party were so thoroughly 

and with such versatility carrying out their conspiracy, Hitler used 

every opportunity to declare to the whole world, on behalf of the 
government, the party, ond the whole of Germany, that Yugoslavia could 
count on them as devoted friends," 

On 17 January 1935, i.c, some weeks before the occupation of austria, 
Hitler hed a conference with the then Prime Minister of Yugoslavia, The def- 
endants Goering and von Neurath were present at that conference, The original 
document from which I will quote certain excerpts was submitted to the Tribunal 
as TC-92, Thu extract which I will quote you will find on page 411 of the 
Document Book, 

THE PRESIDENT: Colonel Pokrovsky, for the sake of accuracy, I think you 
read, and it certainly came through to us as, "On 17 January 1935, that is, 
some weeks before the occupation of Austria, Hitler had a conference with the 
then Prine Minister of Yugoslavia," 

Whould that not be 1938? Possibly you may have said 1938 but it came 
through to us =s 1935, 

COLONEL POKROVSKY: I beg your pardon, it is evidently a mistake in the 
translation because on my text it is 1938, 

On 4 December 1945, = printed collection of German documents concerning 
the conflict with Yugoslavia and Greece was offered in evidence, In the liste 


ing of documents it is referred to as TC-92, 
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On page 68, and you will find it on page 411 in your Document Book as 


document No. 28 of that collection, we have a transcript of the conversations 
which took place during the conference of 17 January 1938. There is no need 

to read into the record the entire document, I will limit myself to the follow- 
ing three utterances mde by Hitler on that occasion: 

"As regards Yugoslavia, Germeny is interested in the existence of a 
strong Yugoslavia," 

And somewhat later in the course of the same conversation: 

Mmhatever may happen there, Yugoslavia's present boundary will ramsin as 
inviolable as the Brenner Pass is today." 

Still further Hitler professed to know; 

"that the German popul tion of Yusoslavin was loyal to the Yugoslav 
Government." 

On 30th Janury 1939 - some weeks before the occupation of the Czechos- 
lovak Republic, Hitler made the following declaration about Yugoslavia in his 
speech before the Reichstag (This quotation is to be found on page 412 in 
your Document Book) 

"à state which since the Great War has ‚nd more attracted the atten= 
tion of our pvople is Yugoslavia, 

"The deep respect which the German soldier once felt for that courageous 
people has since become ever stronger and developed into sincere friendship", 

The Fascist conspirntors considered it uscful to include this speech as 
document No. 32 on page 71 of the collection from which I just have quoted, 
TC-92,. 

On the lst of June 1939, i.c.» before the fascist attack on Poland, Prince 
Paul of Yugoslavia, whom the official report of the Yugoslav Government calls 
a Hitlerite agent, paid a visit to Hitler, On this occasion, Hitler stated 
in Berlin: (You will find this on pre 413 in your Document Book), 

"Germany's fricndship with the Yugoslav nation is not spontancous, 

It was deepened and stringthened in the tragic confusion of the 

World War," 

Then after hrving made a few more statements, which are of no 


interest to the Tribunal, he continued: 
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"I am all the more confident thot now when, as 2 result of the 
historic events, we have become neighbors with common fronticrs 
established forever, the friendly rclations between Germany and 
Yugoslavia, trustful and steadfast, will not only secure lasting 
peace between both our peoples, but, morcover, will serve as a 
pacifying clement for our nervous continent." 

I quoted from this book No, TC 92, GB 114. 

In his next regular speech after the defeat of Poland, before the 
Reichstag, on 6 October Hitler again assured Yugoslavia of his love of pace 
and of his friendly attitude in following words; 

"After the anncxation had taken place, I assured Yugoslavia in the same 

manner that the frontier with this country shall be regarded as inviolable 

by Germany from this moment on, and that we want to live in peace and 
fricndship with her," 

I am now going to read a few paragraphs from the 2nd article of 
first section of the report of the Yugoslav State Commission for the 
tigation of the crimes perpetrated by the agsressors, 

The excerpts that I shall read begin with paragraph 3 on page 6 
Russian text and are marked for your convenience with a red lines 

"Thus Hitler regularly gave assurances about fricndly relations 

Yugoslevir. and about the inviolability of hur boundarius, while at the 

some tims his band of conspiratars and enslavers were already tightening 

the ring of war around Yugoslavia, hen Yugoslavia was completely sur- 
rounded by Hitler's armored divisions, and when the government of the 

Centralis 5th Column of Prince Paul, Cvetcovich and Machek was ready 

to joint the Tripartite Pact on the 25th March 1941, isce 10 days before 


the attack on Yugoslavia, the defendant Ribbentrop stated as follows; "==

I shall hand to the Tribunal a certificd extract from document No. 72 of 


the above mentioned German book, 
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An official note from the Reich Government of the samc date runs as follows: 
(You will find this on pge 414 of the Document Book). 

ir. Primc Minister] On behalf and on the circction of the German 
Government, I have the honour to report to your ixcellency as follows; 

"In connection with today!s adhurence of Yugoslavia to the Tripartite 
Pact, the German Government affirms its resolution to respect at all times 
the sovereignty and territorial integrity of Yugoslavia... 

"Signed Joachim von Ribbentrop". (Scc document 2450-PS). 


The culminating point in the execution of the breach of faith cunningly 


prepared by fascists is the following statement made by Hitler on April 6, 1941, 


that is, at the moment when the perfidious and trecherous attack on Yugoslavia 
had already begun, It is under Document TC-92 in the book of documents on 
pages 414, 

"The German people feel no hatred toward the Serbian people, above all, 
the German people see no reason to start a war against Crontes and Slovens; 
they want nothing from them," 

I submit to the Tribunal certified excerpts from the documents of the 
German book alruady cuoted on pages 1 and he 

At the some time he wos spuaking in this manner, the occupation, anncx- 
ation, and dismemberment of the Yugoslav state ws taking place; and before 
long there began the bombing of undefended cities and other svttlements, 
forcible evictions, deportations to cemps, punitive expeditions, znd hund- 
reds of other acts that were a part of the planned extermination of the 
peoples of Yugoslavia, which brought about the death of 1,650,000 Yugoslav 
men, women, cnc children] 

On the cucstion of the preparation for the attack on Yugoslavia snd the 
personelitivs who dircetly supurvised and executed this crime, we prusent two 
very valu:ble testimonics by witnesses, 

The first is the testimony of thi Gurman General, Leer, Before and 
ot the time of the aggression ngainst Yugoslavia, he was in commend of the 
Ath Air Army, It was his oir groups which carried out the air raids on Belsred: 
He is undoubtcdly a man well acquanted with the course of operations and its 
leaders, 
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On May 24, 1915, General Leer was taken prisoner by the Yugoslav forces.

Without reading the rest of the record, I am submitting to the Tribunal 
a certified copy thereof, which is our number USSR-253, and I am going to 
read excerpts from the record of the interrogation of the former Field Marsha? 
of the German Army, Friecrich Paulus. Fricdrich Paulus was interrogated on 
Janusry 12, 1916, by the chief prosecutor for the U I am now going to 
read part of his testimony. My colleagues in the Soviet Delegation will 
probably return to this document in connection with further issues, I shall 
only quote what refers to the preparations for the attack on Yuzoslavias 

"It was clear to both German and Hungarian officers that “hese mili- 

tary preparations must have been based on the reparation of military

This document, signed by the cefendant Keitel, smashes to pieces the 
mencacious varsion, according to which the OKW had nothing to do with the 
political aspects of the Fascist plan or conspiracy. 

The German genefals as a body were n erely an obedient tool in 
Hitler's hands, The OK, the Ministry of Foreign Afiairs, and the 
Gesta.o were interwoven into one entity. This is berne out also by the 
following document: 

General Neditch, ex-Prire Minister of the quisling Yugoslav Government, 
in his depositions gives some interesting informtion relati g to this 
question. Before quoting 2 few excerpts from his deposition, I must say a 
few words concerning four Germans, whom Neditch mentions by names He speaks 
of Kraus, Turner, Kiesel, and Kronholz, 

Dr. Kraus wis chief of the Gestapo "South East," which had its central 
office in Belgrade. Dre Turner was chief of staff of the civil administratior 


department of the German military command in Serbia. Dr. Kiesel was Dre 
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Turner's deputy. Kronholz did mot hold any official post. He had lived

business "Schenker Ltd" (Schenker Aktiengesellschaft). He subsequently 
turned out to be an important German intelligence agent. This information 
is certified by the Yugoslav Extraordinary Commission for the investigation 
of German atrocities. With this explanation, I shall now quote a short 
excerpt from the evidence of the Serbian quisling, general Neditch.

So if you will undertake to 
have a photostatic copy made of this document and left with the General 
S,cretary I think the Tribunal is agreed that you may do so, that you may use 
this document. 

COLONEL POKROVSKY: Is it sufficient for the Tribunal if in this case the 
certified photostatic copy would be submitted later in this case as well as 
excerpts from this document? 

THE PRESIDENT: Yese 

COLONEL POKROVSKY: Yes, 

"I came to knwo Kronholz during the occupation period, before I became 
Prime Minister, As far as I can remember, he was brought to me by the Chief 
of the Gestapo, Dre Ernus. Then Kronholz insisted that I should accept the 
proposed post. Turner received me in the presence of Dr. Kiesel and said that 
he authorized me, throurh General Dankelmann, the German Military commander in 
Serbia, to form an authoritarian government". I skip a few sentences, 

"Almost simultaneously with the creation of my government the Germans 
established contact with a group of Tchetniks under the command of Petchanatz, 
who had until then been hiding in the forests. The contact was also estab- 
lished through the Chief of the Gestapo, Dr. Draus. Shortly after this, 
Petchanatz arrived in Belgrade, called to sce me, and offered his services, 


That is how my government came to form its first armed units," 
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A little further, Neditch continied: 

"As soon as tho formation of my government had been proclaimed in the 
beginning of September 1941, a delegation called on me with authority from 
Draje Mikhailovitch, to start negotiations." 


Neditch enumerates the terms, which are of no interest to us, and then saids 

"I, for my part, accepted all these terms and offers. Draje received 
money and the Germans permitted it." This is the end of the quotation. 

Still another part of this record seems of imnortanec to mez it concerns 
!editoh's visit to Hitler and Ribbentrop, Neditch stated: 

"I noticed that at the meetinz with Ribbentrop a demand was made that I 
should place all the spiritual and material resources of Serbia at the disposa 
of the German Reich for the prosecution of the war." 

Speaking of his mecting with Hitler, Neditch stated: 

"He shouted at me, emmhasizine that the order concerning one hundred for 
one was too lenient; that it should have been inercased to one thousand for one, 
le ndded also that he was prepared to exterminate the entire population if the 
Serbians continued to act like rebels," 

The head of Fascist Germany wanted to handle the Slav countrics as if 
they were his own personal property. In this he received the wholehearted 
assistance of ;enerals, diplomats, industrialists, and intellirence officers, 
All aggressive action was prepared and carried out with their direct partici- 
pations 

I repeat: the German generals as a body were not merely an obedient 
tool in Hitler's hands, The defendants Keitel, Jodl, and Gocring personally 
participated in the planning, preparation, and perpetration of crimes arnainst

Walter Warlimont, as is well known, was the chief of the Department of 


National Defense in OKW, and later the deputy chief of the Operational Staff, 


I shall read that part of this deposition which touches on the question 
before use I ask you to turn to page Noe 2 of the Russian text of this docu- 
ment, which is on page 20 in the bunch of documents presented by the Russian 
Prosecution on the question, and the answers to questions put to Warlimont: 

“Personally, I first heard of this plan" == that is "Plan Barbarossa" = 
“on the 29th of July, 1940. On that day Colonel=-General Jodl arrived ina 
special train at Reichenhall station, where Department 'L' of the Operational 
Staff was stationed, This struck one immediately, because General Jodl had, 
till then, never, I believe, come tc see us, Besides myself, three other 
officers were ordered to present themselves," 

I now skip several paragraphs and go to page 3, page 21 in the documents: 

“I cannot repeat word by word his expressions. The text was as follows; 
Jodl said that the Fuehrer has decided to prepare for war against Russia, The 
Fuehrer based this on the fact that war had to come in one way or ancther, so 
thgt it would be better to prosecute this war in connection with the one already 
being fought, and, in any case, to start the necessary preparations for it." 

I again skip several lines which are not relevant to the questicn we are 
dealing with: 

At a later date I talked with Hitler. He had intended to commence the 
war against the Russian Union already in tne Autumn of 1940, but he gave up 
this idea, The cause of this was that the strategic position of the troops at 
that time was not favorable for this purpose, The supplies to Poland were not 
good enough; railways and bridges were not prepared; the communication lines 
and airdromes were not organized, Therefore, an order was given to secure the 
whole transport and preparations to prepare for such an attack which will even- 


tually be made, 
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To the question as to whether this order was an order of the 9th of 
August 19h], called "Aufbau Ost", Warlimont replied: 
"Yes, this order was prepared by the staff in accordance with 
instructions of General Jodle In General Jodl's opinion, the concentration 
could take place only after all the preparations indicated in this order had 


been made," 


Further on in his statement, Warlimont said that Plan Barbarossa, 


which was called "Fritz" to start with, was presented to Hitler on the Sth 


of December 1910, after which it was edited and saw the light of day on the 
18th of Decaub;r, 

I think that the testimony of a man like Friedrich Paulus, a former 
field marshal of the German army, who took the most direct part both in the 
preparations and in the execution of Plan Barbarossa, can give considerable 
help in the investigation of questions connected with the history of the 
preparation of this plan, 

I present the testimony of Friedrich Paulus, dated 9 January 1916, given 
in a camp for prisoners of war, and marked USSR 156, and request that it be 
accepted as evidence, 

DR. NELTE (Counsel for defendant Keitel): I just wanted to remark that 
I do net possess a copy of this Cocumente It seems as if it would be the 
same statement which cculd not yet be given to the defendant's counsel, If 
the Soviet prosecution could give me this copy of the statement now, I would 
be able to see if I wanted to protest in the way in which I did in the 
beginning of this session, 

(Whereupon copies of the document above referred to were handed to 
Dr. Nelte,) 

DR. NELTE: According to the original which I now see before me, this 

is the same kind of a statement by Field Marshal Paulus. Paulus, in a 
letter to the Government of the Soviet Union, has expressed his opinion, 
The Soviet celeration has reproduced that letter and presented it in the 
original, This phctostat does not contain an official authorization by the 
Soviet authorities, nor is it an affidavit which could be admitted as procf, 

Therefore, I ask the Tribunal to consider generally the question which I

DR. NELTE: The principle of this question appears there, in ‘that 
cfficial authorization should be given that the docunents submitted represent 
the realintention of those who have made these statements. Statements are 
always merely a doubtful substitute for the cxamination of the witness 
himself, 

The defense appreciates very well the difficulties which the Soviet 
Prosecution may have in bringing in witnesses, The defense realizes that 
and appreciates it, but in those cases in which the individuality of the 
witness and the importance of several questicns is in the foreground, the 
personal questioning cf the witnesses should be preferred. Wherever this is 


impossible, for reasons which we cannot judge, it would be desirable at any 


rate that those people who have made these statements shohld make their 
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statements in the form of an affidavit, 

The Scviet delegation should bring in a certificate that these 
statements are the original ones, That, however, would be no strengthening 
of the statement. We do not doubt for one moment that statements of this 
kind are at the disposal of the Soviet delegation. The defense is not so 
much interested in those formal statements but in the possibility of material 
proof. 

If the Soviet prosecution could help us in this way, we should be 
extremely grateful,

Q Will you please tell us, Witness, whether you have given a statement 
to the Government of the Soviet Socialist Republics? 

Yes, I gave it to them. 

You are confirming such statement? 

Yes, I confirm that, 

Tell us, please, Witness, what you know regarding the preparation 
by the German High VYommand of the armed attack on the Soviet Union. 

A From personal experience, I can state the following: 

On the 3rd of September, 1940, I took office with the High Command in 
the General Staff, I was a General Quartermaster and as such I was deputy 
to the Chief of the General Staff, and in addition carried out the instructions 
of an operational nature which he delegated to me. 

When I took office I found in my sphere of work, or influence, among 
other things, a still uncompleted Operational plan which concerned itself 
with an attack on the Soviet Union, This operational work or scheme had 


been carried through by the then General Major, “arx, Chief of the General 


Staff of the 18th Army, who for this purpose temporarily had been taken 


over to the Chief of Staff of the Army. The Chief of the Army, Halder, gave 
the development of this plan into my hands and on the following basis: 

There was to be a check of the possibilities of an attack against the 
Soviet Union, covering the territory, or terrain, the strength of the attack, 
the manpower to be needed, and so forth, For this purpose there was also 
mentioned that about 130 to 110 German divisions would be available for this 
Operation. In addition, from the beginning we were to keep in mind taking 
Roumania into consideration as far as this operation was concerned, The 
north wing was to include Finland, but this was problematical and was not 
included in the general plan, 

Then, in addition, as a basis for this work which was to be undertaken, 
the intention of the OKW -= the purpose of this operation was to be first the 
destruction of the Russian Army in the West, Russia, and to prevent them from 
getting into Russia Proper. 


AS Point 2, the reaching of. *he line from which the Russian air arm 
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could not effectively attack Germany, 

And the last point was the reaching of the line, the Wolga-Archangelsk. 

The working out or preparation which I Just outlined was completed at 
the beginning of November through two attacks with which I was concerned. 

The officers of the General Staff entrusted with this work, as a basis for 
the attacks, assumed that to the south one army was to be redeployed from 
the South of Poland and from Roumania, with the idea of reaching the 
Dnieper River. To the north of this area there was to be one army group 
and the strongest around Warsaw; and to the north, to reach Minsk, Smolensk 
and later to push through to Moscow, 

Then there was to be a third army group, the Group North, to be taken 
from the area of East Prussia to push through the Baltic regions toward 
Leningrad, 

And the conclusions which were taken from these plans was that the 
Dnieper was to be reached and Smolensk and Leningrad, and then the operation 
was to be carried on according to develcpments, and to plan accordingly, 

In connection with this, for these undertakings and for the evaluation 
of all victories, there were to be Several conferences through the General 
Staff Chief of the Army, that of the Army Groups which had been planned for 
the East. And further, in connection with this conference, through the 
Chief of that time, Colonel Kinsel, there was a Speech about Russia, describing 
the geographic and economic situation, about the Red army, and so forth, And 
the significant poiht of this speech was that some preparations for an attack 
by Russia was not known. With these maneuvers and conferences as I have just 
described there were theoretical discussions and plans for this offensive 
and after the Conclusion of these conferences, the scheme of the attack was 
Considered concluded and ready, 

At this time -- that is, on the 10th of December 1940, the Over. 
Commander gave our Directive No, 20, and this directive as issued was the 
basis for all military and economic preparations. And these directions or 
instructions were to be carried out in such a way that deployment of troops 


was made ready and developed. These first directives for the deployment of 
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HO 
troops in February, 1941, were confirmed by Hitler and they concerned 


themselves with all these measures ahd were made known to the troops, 
Then several supplementary directive were issued, 

For the beginning of the attack, the Over-Commander counted on the 
Period of time which would make it possible to carry large movements of troops 
in Russia, and all preparations were concluded. Then at the end of March 
Hitler decided to make a change because of his desire to attack Yugoslavia, 
Then orders as of the lst of April were set after that time =- 

THE PRESIDENT: I am afraid you are a little too fast, 

THE WITNESS: where shall I begin? 

THE PRESIDENT: I think you better begin where you said that at the end 
Hitler made a change in the plan. 

A (continuing): Because of his decision to attack Yugoslavia, the 
date for the beginning of the attack had to be changed by about five weeks, 
That meant postponement to the last half of June. And indeed, this attack 
actually took place on the 22nd of June, as planned, 

Then in conclusion, I would like to state that the preparations for 
this attack on the Soviet Union which actually took place on the 22nd of June 
had been prepared, 

Q In what way and under what circumstances -= 

THE PRESIDENT: One moment. Did the witness give the date? He said 
that preparations for this attack had been made, and what I want to know is, 
did he give the date from which it had been prepared? 

BY THE FRESIDENT: 

Q Did you give the date from which the preparations went forward? 

A I am referring to the 3rd of September 1940, when I assumed office, 
and my observations refer back to that point. 

BY GENERAL RUDENKO: 

Q In what way and under what circumstances was the participation in the 
aggression on Soviet tussia ushered in by the participation of Roumania? 

A From personal observation, I can say the following: 

In about Septenber 1940, at the . time in which I was concerned with the 
operational workings or preparations for the attack on Russia, and from the 
beginning, the using of 
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Roumania was envisaged for the marching in, that is the right or south 
wing of the German Arny and that was taken into consideration right from 
the beginning. Then a military mission at that time headed by Cavalry Leader 
Hansen was sent to Roumaniae Then a whole Panzer Division, the Thirteenth, 
was transferredto Roumania. For those who knew about the future plans 
it was obvious that this step could only ser make ready the future 
partner in the war for the future plans and steps which we had to take 
now regarding Hungary.

The purpose of attackinr the Volga Line, which was far beyond German 
strength, is characteristic of the boundless ambition of Hitler and of the 
nationalist rerime, As far as stratery is concerned, the reaehine of these aim 
would have been the destruction of the manpowcr of the Soviet Union, the fighte 
ing forces of the Soviet U ion, ith the winning of this line there would hav: 
been conquered the chief areas of Sovict Russia, with the capitel, Moscow, and 
the political and economie center, the focal point of the Soviet Unionl 

Economically, the reachins of this line would have been sicnificant, 
It would have meant the possession of the most imrortant nutritional areas, 
the most important natural resources, including the oil wells of the Caucasus 
and the main centers of production of Russia, and also the communications net 
of Russia, that is, European Russia, 

Hitler was verv strong on the winning of economic sims in this war. Just 
how stron:1ly he folt on this point I can cite through a personal axamrle that 
I describes, In June of 1943, the first of June, at a conference rerardinr 
the army group south in Poltawe, Hitler declared: 

"If I do not ret the oil of Maikob and Prosnia, then I must quit this war, 

For the spoliation and the administration of the areas which were bo be 
conquercd, economic and administrative organs had been envisared before the 
berinninr of the war, and everything had been »laced in readiness, 

Then, in conclusion, as a comprehensive remark, I would like to state tha- 
the aims as mentioned meant the conquering, for the nurpose of colonization, o 
Russian areas and territories, and through their use and spoliation, and 
through the means rained therefrom, the war in the Jest was to be concluded wit 
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the setting un of German domination of Europe.
